Some Gossip About Bourke Cochran. 

There is talk here that Bourke *Sockran 
and President Cleveland, like *he lion and 
the lamb, have iain down together and that 
the New York congressman will be Mr. 
Cleveland’s representative on the floor. 

During the first administration of Mr. 
Cleveland Cockran and the president failed 
utterly to agree. In more recent years the 
‘Tammany.-chieftain has been represented 
as a bitter foe of Mr. Cleveland's, and it 
is certain that at the Chicago convention 
Mr. Cockran was the foremost of the ora- 
tors who opposed the renomination of Mr. 
Cleveland, but during the campaign 
Messrs. Cleveland and Cockran saw more 


‘Ss ef cach other than they had before, with 


the result that they forgot their )animosi- 
ties and are fast becoming good friends. 
Urder these circumstances it would not 


be surprising if Mr. Cockran was to be 
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placed at the head of one of the important 
committees which will have in charge the 
carrying out of the policies of the adminis- 
tration. though this, of course, is solely in 
the speaker’s hands. His name has been 
suggested here in connection with the 
chairmanship of the ways and means Com-

The Run on the Denver Banks Seams. 


to Be at an End. 
If WAS A BAD DAY IN THE WEST, 


And Many Concerns Were Compell- 
ed to Close. 


EXCITING SCENES ABOUT DENVER BANKS 


The Day Opened Panicky, but Closed 


Much More Favorably—Some of the 
Closing Up Not Necessary. 


Denver, Col., July 19.—The pank panic 
has apparently ceased. The run on the 
national banks had entirely subsided by 
noon, and at the closing hour (3 o'clock) 
there was not half 4 dozen’ people in or 
around any of these institutions, and the 
streets had a deserted appearance as com- 
pared with yesterday. The weak banks 
had all closed, and there can be but little 
doubt of the soundness of the five that 
withstood the terrible storm of yestérday 
and today. ‘> 

J. A. Thatcher, president of the Denver 
National and, also, of the clearing house, 
this evening stated to the press that he 
anticipated no more bank failures. Those 
that kept open passed through the clearing 
house in good shape, and showéd that they 
were in excellent condition for the future. 
An examination of the affairs of the closed 
banks has been made, and, to the credit 
of their officers, it can be said that in no 
instance has there been found the slight- 
est dishonesty or crooked work. 

“I am confident,” said Mr. Thatcher, “that 
if the financial condition of the country 
brightens a little, that they will all resume, 
and that every depositor will be paid dollar 
for dollar.”’ 

It Opened Panicky. 

The day opened panicky, and, as a result, 
the old German National, with a reputation 
for stability of twenty years’ standing, and 
the equally reputable State National failed 


to open their doors for business this morn- 


ing. Later, the People’s National failed. 

All night long depositors stood in line in 
front of the German, and by 9 o'clock 
there was one long sea of faces reaching 
down the street. At the opposite corner, 
where the State has so long done business, 
there was also quite a crowd of anxious 
depositors waiting the opening of the doors, 
Here the people were relieved of their 
ugohy at a few minutes after 9 o'clock, 
when a notice was posted on the door to 
the effect that the bank would not open, 
and the crowd moved away. 

At the German there was evidently a 
determination to go ahead with business 
up to almost the last minute, wher a slip 
of paper was pasted on the window stating 
that the doors would remain closed tem- 
porarily. The scene became distressing. 
Men and women down the line broke into 
tears and wailing. 

And the People’s. 

By this time there was a run on every 
bank in ‘the city, and soon came the an- 
nouncement that the People’s National 
had ciosed its doors. The notice on its 
doors read: 

“This bank is closed by order of directors. 
Net assets, $1,100,000; liabilities, $310,- 
000,” 2 

Their statement, published on the 12th, 
showed that they had less than $60,000 in 
cash on hand, while the individual deposits, 
subject to check—not counting any other— 
amounted to $210,000. The capital stock 
of the bank is $600,000. 

Later in the day Tucker & Co., dealers in 
general household goods, and the People’s 
Coal Company made an assignment. 

Hon. Frank Adams, pank examiner, 
took charge of the Union National, Com- 
mercial Bank of Commerce, State National 
and German National banks. A report of 
the condition will not be made for several 
afternoons. This afternoon the run on the 
Denver National was over, With an enor- 
mous amount of money still in sight. The 
same is true at the City, and all the other 
banks and business men are begining to 
breathe freely. 

The State Bank’a Conditiob.: 

President McNeill, of the State bank, 
says that his bank has paid out, in cash, 
a little more than $900,000 within the last 
thirty days. He evidently tried to call in 
his loans, in order to keep the doors open, 
but it proved an impossibility. In con- 
cluding a long talk, he said: e*Please say 
for me that our assets today are fully twice 
our liabilities.” 

Charles McLofton, cashier of the German 
National, stated that the exceedingly hard 
times and inability to place securities, te 
gether with the failure to call in loans, 
had forced them to close their doors. 
“During the last sixty days,” said he, 
“there has been a constant drain, and over 
$1,000,000 has been paid to depositors, some 
days the demand being all the way from 
$25,000 to $75,000. ‘The bank expected 
$300,000 from the east, but it failed to 
come, and, as they had paid out nearly 
all their money during yesterday’s run, 
they were forced to close. The bank has 


- been lenient with all its creditors, and 


never made an attachment until yesterday,

THE ASSIGNEE REPORTS, 


The Official Statement of the Condition of 
the Mechanioc’s. Bank at Nashville. 

Nashville, Tenn., July 19.—(Special.)—J. J. 
Pryor, assignee of the Mechanics’ Savings 
Bank and ‘Trust Company, whose failure was 
brought about by the shortage of its cashier, 
the late John Schardt, today wade a report 
of the bank’s condition 

To begin with, the shortage of the casnter, 
so far as ascertained, amounts te $7,000. 
Lhe assets of the bank amount to about suu,- 
000, while in addition to this, $113,000 worth 
of paper is held by the American National 
bank as coliateral for a loan of $50,Vv0U0, and 
an overdraft of $10,545. 

Of the $80,000 life insurance turn@d over by 
Mr. Schardt, $15,000 has been collected and 
the bank also holds about $10,500 of ‘notes 
tutned over by Mr. Schardt. ‘I'he bank holds 
the bonds of the Guarantee Conipany of North 
America for $30,000, so that the total of Mr. 
Schardt’s shortage will probably be made up. 

The liabilities of the bank amount to 
$202,000; the amount -due deépositors being 
$122,000. 


THE PLANKINTON BANK DIRECTORS. 


Appear in Court and Eater Pleas of Not

Kills Benj. Johnson, a Prominent 
Lawyer of Kansas City. 


A WOMAN MIXED UP IN THE SHOOTING 


The Jail Strongly Guarded to Prevent Him 
from Being Lynched—Other 
Crimes of the Day. 


Kansas City, Mo., July 19.—The little city 
across the state line fram here was shocked 
tonight by the murder of one of its most 
prominent attorneys by one of its most 
prominent bankers. 

A. W. Little, cashier of the First Na- 
tional bank, of Kansas City, Kas., ex-pres- 
ident of the Armoundale bank, v.ce pres- 
ident of the McNeal-Little Banking Compa- 
ny, of Guthrie, O. T., and a director of 
the First National bank, of Medicine Lodge 
bank, Kansas, shot and killed Benjamin 
Johnson, one of the most prominent rising 
young c.tizens of Kansas. The shooting 
took place about 9 o’clock this evening. 

Little. in company with United States 
Commissioner Hanks, was walking down 
Minnesota avenue, the principal street of 
the town. When they approached Crino- 
ley’s drug store Mr. Little was seen w 
walk in advance of Mr. Hanks. Mr. 
Johnson was stting on a bench in front 
of the drug store with a umber of friends. 
Mr. Little hastened up to him and with an 
oath exclaimed: 

“You ehan’t hound me any more.” He 
then deliberately drew a revolver from 
a pocket and, pointing it at Johnson, fired. 
The bulet struck Johngon jm the left side 
and caused instant death. He fell to the 
sidewalk and Little feroc-@usly jumped 
upon the prostrate man andsheat him re- 
peatedly over the head withthe butt of 
his weapon. He then coolly @roseijand ex- 
plaining his action said to the erowd whica 
had gathered: 

“I was afraid I had not killedytule scoun- 
drel.”’ 

He then gave himself up to the police 
and is now in jail. ¢ 

The cause of the tragedy is not known 
definitely. Johnson’s friends say it was 
due to a finauvial difficulty between the two 
men and Little’s friends say there Was a 
woman jn the case, the fact of which fully 
justify the -.shooting.

Two Men Mortally Wounded and One Killed 
Near Sheffield. 

Chicago, July 19.—T'wo men were mor- 
tally wounded and one instantly killed in 
a pitched battle between tramps and citi- 
zels Lear Shettield, Ind., Mouday night. 
the dead man is known as A] Jennings 
alias “Hutch,” of Tuledo, shot through tue 
heart. The mortally wounded are Jack 
Gallagher, of Allentown, Pa., shot through 
the body at the base of the spine, and 
George Dorch, of the village of Whiting, 
driver for the South Chicago Brewing 
Company, shot through the abdomen and 
groin.

Before Klotz died Meyer had arrang- 
ed to go into the drug business with him—he 
could thus put up his own prescriptions with- 
out recording them.

FRANCE’S DEMANDS, 
t» Siam—The French 


Paris, July 19.—The Figaro says that 
the trench ultimatum seut to Siam de- 
mands that the Siamese evacuate the lett 
buuk of the Mekong river. it also de- 
mands that guarantees be given by the 
Siamese goverumenc for the. faithful per- 
formance of its weaty obligations and that 
indemnity be paid tor the outrages perpe- 
trated by the Siamese upon the I’rencn. 
‘he french are aiready in possession of 
the lower Mekong nver, and if Siam con- 
cedes the demands now made upon her 
the river will be made aimust entirely 
French. It was but a short time ago that 
the river Was acknowledged to be a consid- 
erable distance to the westward vf the 
French sphere of influence in Annam. A 
mountain range lies a jong distance to the 
eastward of the Mekong river and the 
French claim no jurisdiction to the west- 
ward of this range. Recently France 
claimed the entire waters to the westward 
of the mountains, and now she demands 
that the Siamese evacuate the westward 
bank, which, if they do, will place both 
banks of the river for the greater part of 
its length in possession of the French. 
This would give France jurisdiction over 
certain parts of the Laos states that are 
now tributary to Siam. The river sepa- 
rates the Shan states, under British con- 
trol, from the Laos states. If France gets 
possession of the territory she evidently 
desires her newly acquired possessions will 
border on wWhat is practically British ter- 
ritory. 

The report of the foreign minister to the 
interpellation of M. Dreyfus in, the cham- 
ber of deputies yesterday, explaining the 
position of France in 
Siam is considered a master stroke of pol- 
icy. It not only secured a unanimous 
vote of confidence in the government, but 
has evoked unanimous praise from the 
press.

GEORGE FREDERICK PARSONS DEAD. 


He Wasa Well-Kunowa Editorial Writer on 
The New York Tribune. 

New York, July 19.—-George Frederick 
Parsons, for ten years an editorial writer 
on The Tribune, died from Bright's dis- 
ease early this morning at his bhoime in this 
city. Mr. Parsons had been ill for more 
than two years before he died, but it was 
not until a little more than a year ago 
that his jliness became so serious that he 
was obliged to relinquish his work. 

He was born at Brighton, king., on June 
17, 1840. In 1862 he and his father, with 
many other Englishmen, went to British 
Columbia to seek a fortune in the gold 
mines that seemed to promise to become 
rivals of the California mines. About the 
first vécoare Mr. Parsons made there was 
in newspaper work. He owned and edited 
for two years The North Pacific Times. 
After that experience he went to Vancou- 
ver’s island, where, in 1864, he married 
Miss Lizzie Campbell. Mr. and Mrs. Par- 
sons remained one year at Vancouver's is- 
land, and from there they went to San 
Francisco. Mr. Parsons lived in Califor- 
nia for about seventeen years. . These 
years were spent in active newspaper work 
in San Francisco and Sacramento. In 
San Francisco he edited The Times. 

He became familiar with the wild life of 
those early days in California, and in many 
of his short stories, published in The New 
York Ledger and other publications, showed 
that he had studied and appreciated the 
life of the miners and the gamblers of the 
Pacific coast. From San Francisco Mr. 
Parsons went to Sacramento, where he 
edited The Record Union. There he re- 
mained unti] 1882, when he came to New 
York. Since then he has been an editorial 
writer for The Tribune.

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THE CITY OF MACON AND A RAILROAD 


Will Be the Plaintiffea-A Peculiar Bit of 
Litigation—Roads to Combine for 
Traffic—Other Macon News. 


Macon, Ga., July 19.—(Special.)—The 
Macon and Northern railroad and the city 
of Macon will join in a suit against the 
United States government for $100,000, 
The suit will be brought in the court of 
claims at Washington, The occasion of 
the suit is this: Some time ago by the ac- 
tion of the board of trade of Macon the 
agitation of the question was begun of 
making the Ocmulgee river navigable from 
Hawkinsville to Macon. ‘The river has 
always been navigable from Hawkinsville 
to Brunswick and Darien. The services of 
Congressman Blount were enlisted and con- 
gress made an appropriation to clean out 
the river and make it navigable from Ma- 
con to Hawkinsville. One or two steamers 
have come to Magon from Brunswick 
since navigation has been declared. Across 
the Ocmulgee river at Macon was the 
bridge of the Macon and Northern railroad. 
It was too low to admit the passage of 
boats under it, and the United States 
government ordered the Macon and North- 
ern road to raise the bridge or make a 
draw so boats could pass. At great ex- 
pense the bridge was cut*for a draw, and 
soon after this was done, and before the 
draw was made, the Macon and Northern 
road passed into the hands of a receiver 
and went under the control of the Central 
road, and the road not being able to go to 
the additional expense of making a draw, 
the bridge was abandoned, and the Macon 
and Northern trains came into the city over 
the Central’s bridge. The abandonment 
of the Macon and Northern bridge €aused 
a loss of $1,000 annuity to the city, as 
this was the amount the road had agreed 
to pay the city per year for the right of 
crossing the river within the city limits. 
The Macon and Northern road proposed 
to begin again to use the abandoned bridge 
and will have to complete the draw. 

ln view of the great expense incurred by 
the Macon and Northern road in cutting 
and changing the bridge, and the city’s 
loss of its $1,000 annuity, the road and the 
city wil! bring their joint suit against the 
government for damages. ‘They expect to 
be sustained in the suit because when the 
road built the bridge the state of Georgia 
bad declared in a law passed by the leg- 
isiature in February, 1895, ‘That the 
town of Hawkinsville in the county of 
Pulaski, be and the same is hereby recog- 
nized and declared as the head of naviga- 
tion on the Ocmulgee river.” Now, in 
the face of this state declaration, and with- 
out getting the consent of the state, the 
United states government has gone for- 
ward and opened the river to navigation 
from Hawkinsvile to Macon, and forced 
the Macon and Northern road to great ex- 
peuse to change its bridge so boats can 
pass under it. The road says that it has 
been held in courts of the United States 
that the government js liable for damages 
when without the consent of the state it 
proceeds to make a stream navigable in a 
Inanner similar to the case now in point. 
The result of the case will be awaited with 
great interest. 

A Great Firm Engaged. 


The great law firm of Evarts, Beerman 
& Choate, of New York, have been asso- 
ciated as counsel for the Southwestern 
rajlroad with Hon. A. O. Bacon, of Ma- 
con, and Hon. Frank Miller, of Augusta. 
It is understood that President John I. 
Baxter, of the Southwestern railroad, 
who is one of Macon’s wealthiest and 
most popular citizens, employed Evarts, 
Beerman & Choate at the suggestion of R. 
T. Wilson, the capialist and great rail- 
roader of New York. Not long since Mr. 
Wilson purchased from 1,500 to ZOO 
shares of Southwestern stock and is. there- 
fore greatly interested in its future. It is 
believed that it was largely on the advice 
of Evarts, Beerman & Choate that applica- 
tion was made to Justice Jackson for a 
rehearing of the Southwestern railroad’s 
liability on the tripartite bonds. It is further 
said if _Tustice Jackson refuses to 
revoke his decision already given in regard 
to the Sonthwestern railroad that R. T 
Wilson has promised to give for the 
Southwestern the $2,500,000 bond required 
by Justice Jackson before the rvad can 
appeal from his decision to the United 
States supreme court. 

Presideut Baxter's Return. 


President John S. Baxter, of the South- 
Western railroad, has returned from a visit 
to New York. He is very much encour- 
aged by the outlook in regard to South- 
Western affairs, and.is very hopeful of a 
favorable outcome for the road at the re- 
hearing before Justice Jackson at Nash- 
ville on August 28th. The petition for 
the new hearing was filed yesterday in 
the United States court. ‘The petition es- 
pecially asks a hearing on the point as to 
whether the property covered by the tri- 
partite mortgage should be sold under de 
cree of foreclosure before the sale of the 
property of the Central rvad eorered by its 
own mortgage to secure the same bonds, 
The point for argument is which of the 
properties should be first sold and applied 
to the payment of these bonds, before any 
of the property of the Southwestern is 
so.d for a part, and also on the question 
as to whether the Southwestern will have 
a claim on the Central for the amount in 
case it is sold.for a part before the Cen- 
tra] is sold, and what priority such an obj 
ligation would have. 

‘Iwo Roads to Unite. 


It seems that the Macon and Northern 
and the Georgia Southern and Florida are 
soon to unite for traflic. What does the 
combination mean and to what will it lead? 
By the building of one mile of track the 
two roads can be united. When the Ma- 
con and Northern road was completed the 
city of Macon gave it eight acres of iand 
of the city reserve near the park on which 
to erect shops and-other terminal facilities. 
later the road passed under control of 
the Central and the land was abandoned 
und the city proceeded by guard, etc., to 
take possession of it. Last night on peti- 
tion from the Macon and Northern road 
the city agreed to give back to the Macon 
and Northern road four acres of the !and 
and retain four. Ou the road’s four acres 
it proposes to erect certain shops and 
build some tracks with a view of extend- 
ing the track and connecting with the 
Georgia Southern road about a mile dis- 
tant in the southern part of the city. The 
Macon and Northern is no longer under 
the control of the Central. but is being oP

CAPTAIN WIMBERLY’S DEATH. 


One of the Best Known Planters of the State 
Passes Away. 


Inglehurst, Ga., July 19.—(Special.)— 
Captain Frederick Davis Wimberly died at 
his home, Inglehurst, in ‘'wiggs county 
Sunday at 12 o'clock p. m. surrounded by 
his children, his ne.ghbors, hig kndred and 
his faithful servants. 

By his death the community has received 
a biow which has removed from it one of 
the pillows of patriotism and goodness. 
Descended from four lines of the sol- 
diers of the revolut.on, from a minister of 
the gospel, from a cultured father, Captain 
Wimberly combined rare traits. With the 
unconquerable courage of his ancestry he 
united the gentleness, sweetness and char- 
ity ef a Christian. . 

Hle graduated with honor at Mercer uni- 
versity when nineteen , married at twenty- 
one, joned the Baptist church at twenty- 
two and became a soldier before he was 
twenty-three years old. I or four years he 
wus trainéd to become at their close a trus- 
ted conservator of the civilization of. the 


‘south. By his indomitable will, his firm 


courage and kindmess he assisted in restor.ng 
the country to peace and security. 

In every charge entrusted to him he was 
faithful. He comforted the sorrowing; 
he helped the poor; he cheered the stranger. 
He reared his gons and daughters in the 
“Nurture and admonition of the Lord” 
and the same voice lifted aloud in prayer in 
the camps at Yorktown by the sold.er boy 
nightly entreated God to take his dear ones 
“into the very hollow of His hand.” He 
had been a member of the church thirty- 
two years and always with heart and hand 
helped the cause of Christ. 

As a citizen he was an unselfish patriot 
and bent his energies to the elevat.on of 
all, lending his books, h-:s counsel and his 
means to help the struggling poor. Through 
all these things he carried a tender sympa- 
thy for poor humanity. 

With a peculiar love he regarded the 
men who went with him through blood and 
fire into the very “jaws of death” and they 
gathered around him at the last to show 
they loved him, too. 

Into every public trust he placed his 
heart and hs best endeavor, but he shone 
conspicuous in all those tender and - jnti- 
mate relations which bound him to his 
family, his friends, hhis kindred and. hia 
servants, as he was all that friendship 
could ask, affection could claim or human- 
ity or kindness enjoin. 

With the fidelity of a Christian he was 
exact and scrupulous in the discharge of 
all those duties arising from the tenderest 
relatons of husband, father and brother. 

His life was gentile, the elements so mixed 
in him that nature might stand up and eay 
to all the world, “This was a man.” 

‘These excellencies of character endeared 
him to all, secured our respect and affection 
while living and our heartfelt tears at his 
death and a precious memory to all who 
esteem goodness and purty. 

His life is a beautiful iilustration of the 
truth that the line of duty is alike the 
path of safety and the way to heaven.

Colonel C. C. Jones died at his home on 
the Hill at 10 o'clock this morning. 

Colonel Jones was afflicted with Lright’s 
disease’ and had been calmly awaiting the 
fina} sumions for several months. 

The funeral will occur tomorrew after- 
neon at 5 o'clock at the residence, at 
which the Rey. C. C. Williams will read 
the old English church service for the 
dead. 

The casket will be borne to the cemetery 
on the Hill by the old family servants, at- 
tended by the following honorary pall- 
bearers: Hon. Joseph B. Cummings, 
Hon. P. J. Berckman, Major P. H. 
Langdon, Judge W. W. Montgomery, 
General M. A. Stovall, Hon. J. C. C.

Joseph Ganahl. The confederate survi- 
vors, of which organization Colonel] Jones 
was a devoted member, will attend in a 
body. The Richmond Hussars will act 
as special military escort. 

Colonel Jones leaves only two members 
of his family—a son, Mr. Charles Edge- 
worth Jones, and a daughter, Mrs. 8S. B. 
Carpenter, the wife of an Episcopalian 
minister of Sanford, Fla. 

Charles Coleock Jones, Jr., L.L.D.; 
historian, lawyer and =  archologist, was 
born in Savannah, Ga., October 28, 1831. 
His paternal ancestors came from England 
and settled in Charleston, S. C., nearly 
two hundred years ago. His great grand- 
father, John Jones, was the first inhabi- 
tant to become a citizen of Georgia. In 
1859 Colonel Jones was.elected alderman 
of Savannah, and the next year was made 
mayor of that city. He was a secession- 
ist and went to the war with the Chatham 
Artillery as senior first lieutenant, and 
Was subsequently promoted to lieutenant 
colonel of artillery, army of the Confeder- 
ate States. As a historian Colonel Jones 
was compared with Macaulley. He was 
a forcible and graceful orator. 

Colonel Jones has written two memorial 
fiistories of Augusta and Savannah during 
the wighteenth century. He ‘has been 
twice coniplimented with the degree of 
L.L.D., and is a member of various lit- 
erary societies in this country and in Eu- 
rope. His “Antiquities of Southern In- 
dians” brought him into prominece abroad. 

He has also published many works, 
among them: 

“Indian Remains in Southern Georgia,” 
“Monumental Remains of Georgia,” “His- 
torical Sketch of the Chatham Artillery,” 
“Ancient Tumuli in the Savannah River,” 
“Ancient Tumuli in Georgia,” ‘Historical 
Sketch of Tomo-chichi, Mico of the Yam- 
acraws,” Reminiscences of General Henry 
Lee,” “Kesimer Pulaski,” ‘The Siege of 
Savannah in 1779,” “The Siege of Savan- 
nah jn Deeember, 1864,” “Sergeant Wil- 
liam Jasper,” ‘“‘General Officers of the 
Confederate Service,” “The Dead ‘Towns 
of Georgia.” ““The Life of Commodore Jo- 
siah Tatnall,” “Aboriginal Structures ip 
Georgia,” “Hernando DeSoto—His March 
Through Georgia,” “Memorial of jean 
Pierre Purry,” ‘The Historical Society,’ 
“The Colonial Acts of the General Assem- 
bly of Georgia, 1754-1774.” 

Ierect in carriage, six feet high, power- 
fully built, with broad shoulders, — sur- 
rounded by a massive head covered with a 
wealth of ringlets sprinkled with gray, 
with genial countenance, handsome feat- 
ures and jofty brow overhanging a pair of 
penetrating blue eyes, Colone] Jones was 
at once a man of commanding presence 
and the goul of courtliness and grace. 


Eloquent in utterance, wise in council, 


decisive in action, publie spirited, liberal to 
the extent of his means, with charity and 
sympathy as broad as the race, high-toned 
in sentiment and act and noble and gener- 
ous in his impulses, he presented an at- 
tractive portrait of unselfishness and earn- 
est devotion to duty, challenging the re- 
spect and confidence of all. It is not an 
exaggeration to say that Colonel] Jones 
was Georgia's most prolific author and 
stood at the head of historical writers of 
the south of the present generation. He 
has been an extensive collector of pre- 
historic objects illustrative of the antiqui- 
ties of the southern Indians. His auto- 
graphic collections, which in themselves are 
a treasure house. embrace two sets of 
signers of the dearation of independence. 
His library is large and very valuable, 
containing many privately illustrated vol- 
umes. 

Colonel Jones was the organizer and 
first and only president of the Confederate 
Survivors, of Augusta. and the veterans 
met tonight and passed resolutions, paying 
a glowing tribute to his memory.

Money for Somebody. 


property at Washington has in its 
charge $13,000,000 belonging to the peo- 
ple of the south. 

Over $12,000,000 of this money is the 
proceeds of cotton taken from planta- 
tions all over the south and sold. In 
one case $175,000 worth of cotton was 
taken from a single estate when the 
staple was worth 3500 a bale. The own-

they have never been paid for their 
property. After waiting so many years 
it would, of course, be very difficult for 
them to furnish the requisite proofs. 
A Washington, correspondent says: 

In 1863 $109,000 was received from a gov- 
ernment agent for cotton taken from a_ for- 
vigner, supposed to have been a blockade run- 
ner, in one of the seaport towns of the far 
south. Seemptary Chase, when the heard the 
circumstances of the case, said: ‘This money 
is only held in trust by the gove rnment, and 
some day we will be obliged to account fof 
it, for the United States really has no right 
to Keep it.” But no demand was made on 
the treasury for it, for the owner probably 
never knew just where it went. When the 
union army under General Sherman occupied 
the south Atlantic seaboard towns the con- 
federates used to destroy all the cotton possi- 
ble before they surrendered, and millions of 
dollars’ worth was burned up to keep it from 
falling into federal hands. The owners did 
not know what was burned and what was 
saved. The books often captured showed that 
John Jones, for instance, who was a mer- 
chapt, had so many hundred bales marked 
such a way. The bales not burned ceuld 
easily be indentified by the marks on them. 
In maty instances all the books containing 
the owners’ names were forwarded with the 
papers relating to the capture. 

Not knowing when the claimants might 

make a demand on the treasury for the pro- 
ceeds of their cotton, the money was never 
used, but remains untouched in a fund by 
itself. But it has been so long ago and the 
testimony necessary to make a case yalid 
being in many instances unattainable by the 
owners, it is not probable that any great 
portion of this enomous sum of money will 
ever leave the treasury. The only large sum 
that was ever paid back was in the case of 
Gazaway B. Lamar, of Georgia, then presi- 
dent of the Bank of Commerce, of New York. 
Attorney General Williams and General B. F. 
Butler, both now deceased, got back for 
him $500,000 for cotton taken in the manner 
described. 


This money ought to go to its owners. 
The late General B. F. Butler said that 
if the owners of the cotton seized and 
sold by the government would push their 
claims and prove the seizure and sale 
of their property they would recover. 
The result of the Lamar case made this 
plain. ~

Repeal of the Sherman Law—and Then? 


As our readers know The Constitu- 
tion has ceased to make any strenuous 
opposition to the unconditional repeal 
of the Sherman law, not because the 
objections to that course are not as ur- 
gent as ever, but because the defense 
of that measure on any ground is cal- 


issue that has ever presented itself to 
the American people. We have relaxed 
our opposition to the unconditional re- 
peal of that unfortunate measure he- 
cause we have the strongest hopes that 
the result of that repeal will compel 
those democrats who are schooling their 
minds in the fallacies and hypocracies 
of goldolatry to join with the real demo- 
crats in carrying out the ‘substitute 
legislation demanded and pledged by 
the democratic platform. In other words 
for’ the purpose of clarifying the dis- 
cussion and presenting the main issue 
in a simpler shape, The Constitution 
has modified its arguments, but not its 
views. 

The unconditional repeal of the Sher- 
man act is a more important matter to 
democratic congressmen whose votes 
are expected to bring it abont than it 
is to any newspaper which is engaged 
in presenting the whole financial ques- 
tion in as simple and as clear a shape 
as possible. 

or this reason we say to congress- 
men—especially those who represent 
Georgia and the south—that they have 
never had a graver issue before them 
than that which will be involved in the 
results following the unconditional re- 
peal of the Sherman law. These results 
are of such a nature that their constit- 
uents will hold them responsible there- 
for, and, with public opinion 3 it now is 
and as it will be under the conditions 
which unconditional repeal wili pre- 
cipitate, there will be no way in which 
they can escape the responsibility. 

The Constitution is firmly of the opin- 
jon that the conditions which will follow 
the unconditional repeal of the act of 
1890 will be much more favorable to the 
eomplete remonetization of silver than 
any congressional compromise would be, 
but we do not expect these considera- 
tions to influence democratic congress- 
men, nor is it desirable that they should. 
In the nature of things, congressmen 
can only consider the immediate results 
of their action. With respect to the 
repeal of the Sherman law, democratic 
congressmen can only consider whether 
an additional silver crash precipitated 
at this time will be in the nature of a 
calamity—whether it would put a keen- 
er edge on the distress that now threat- 
ens to take the place of the prosperity 
which the country has been enjoying. 

If democrats were asked to repeal 
the McKinley law unconditionally, and 
leave the matter in that shape they 
would probably regard the proposition 
as a very grave one. They wotild pause 
to study the question. They would ask: 
“What will be the result of such action' 
on the business affairs of the country?” 
They would pause long and discuss the 
matter carefully. - But now they are 
asked by the national bank ring of the 
east to do a much more important 
thing.

Surely the issue is sufficiently grave

silver coins $1.47 1-2, which is legal tender for 
all debts of whatsoever character within the 
realm. Since the demonetization of silver 
in the United States, and prior to the late 
action of the Indian council in closing the 
mints to individual frée coinage, the English- 
man purchased an ounce of silver in the Lonl- 
don market at, say the present price of 45 
cents per ounce, sent it to any of the sGven 
free coinage mints of India, obtained $1.37 1-2 
in coined rupees, and with these paid for that 
bushel of wheat and the freight. Im other 
words he bought that bushel of wheat laid 
down in Liverpool for 75 cents—the price ot 
one ounce of silver.

The Englishman bought 46 1-2 ounces of 
silver in the London market at, say the pres- 
ent price of 75 cents per ounce, which coined 
$63.84 in rupees at any of the mints in India. 
He, therefore, paid but 46 1-2 times 75 cents 
for his bale of cotton delivered in Liverpool. 
He paid $34.87—the price of 46 1-2 ounces of 
silver. 

The Indian planter pays $61.48 of his debts 
with his bale of cotton—you pay but $51.50 
of debts with your bale, and th2 freight to 
Liverpool consumes the balance. 

And this is the simple story of your ruin. 
Have you also a remedy? Yes, 

Free coinage in the United States at fhe 
time-honored ratio of 16 to 1 will put that 
ounce of silver the world over, from 75 cents 

to $1.29. 

Then what does the Engjishman pay for 
that bushel of wheat? Just $1.20, instead of 
75 cents, which will then be the cost ef sil- 
ver per ounce. What does he pay for that 
bale of cotton? Just 46 1-2 ounces multi- 
plied by $1.20 per ounce, or $6U0—DbDecause of 
free coinage solely. 

‘There is no change whatever in this manner 
of competition with you, except that the 
mints are closed @gainst individual coiage, 
and the In‘Man government requirés the 
Eng:iishman to buy rupees at about the pres- 
ent price of silver, with which to pay for his 
wheat and cotton. Carefully study these 
facts and figures so fhat you may hereatter 
know why your pantie prices continue to ex- 
ist, and then ask yourself whether or not 
you are interested In free coinage. 

While this is but a story of a bushel of 
Wheat and a bale of cotton, it is, likewise, 
true of every competing product which grows 
ou mother earth, or is quarried 
from the bowels of the earth, except gold it- 
self. 

(an the United States maintain free coin- 
age? This is the greatest, richest, and—con- 
ditions right—the most prosperous pation on 
the globe. Horace Greeley repeatedly said, 
“The way to resume is to resume,.”’ in 18/5 
congress passed a simple act of resumption, 
effective January 1, 1879. By this act it 
lifted seven hundred millions of paper cur- 
rency from partial degradation to a parity 
with gold. The direst predictions were hurl- 
ed at the government by the timid for this 
action as resumption day drew night, yet the 
object lesson passed into obiivion forty-eight 
hours after it was undertaken. 

These currency millions were simply “prom- 
ises to pay’ and intrinsically were worth Dut 
the price of paper per pound, 

Then the United States had but forty mil- 
lion people; $25,000,000,000 of valuation, with 
a 4 per cent credit basis. Now, it bas sixty- 
six million people a valuation of $65,000,000,- 
000 and a credit basis of 2 per cent. 

The problem is before you, that when gov- 
erument so easily raised seven hundred mil- 
lions of currency with no intrinsic. value 
whatever, to a parity with gold, in 1879 with- 
out creating a rippie, What caupot govern- 
ment do today by simple fiat in raising sili- 
ver dollars to an equal parity, when its in- 
trinsic value is already GO cents as a com- 
modity alone. 

With free coinage at the present ratio, the 
demand will always equa! the supply, and ar 
$1.20 per ounce, since all will go into the 
mints for coinage, which is not used in the 
arts and bought by foreign countries. One 
thousand millions of silver certificates added 
to the present circulation wouid be but $15 
per capita additional, and the vacuum of 
today would absorb it so quickly that the 
country would but give a sigh of relief at 
the thought of a millennium, and even then, 
the United States would have 30 per cent less 
circulation per capita than France-—a Cvoui- 
try coutaining one-fourth less area than the 
state of Texas alone. 

Would this country be a dumpling ground for 
foreign silver? Uufortunately no, because 
India coins at $1.37 1-2 per ounce; France and 
the Latin union coin at $1.43 1-2 per ounce, 
while the United States coins but $1.20 per 
ounce. -Henece this government makes less 
money per ounce by putting in more silver. 
It would cost foreign countries from 4 to 8 
cents per ounce loss to ship to the United 
States for coinage. Besides, the money of 
all nations is circulating among its people 
and could not be gathered for shipment. 

There is but one thing which foreign coun- 
tries or people could do with silver after 
coining it here, and that is, to Duy the pro- 
ducts of this couutry or its securities, and 
who is there that would mot sing praises, 
particularly at this time, for such beneticence? 
If the press reports are reliable the repeal of 
the bank tax will be offered as a panacea for 
your ills, and as a substitate for the uncondl- 
tional repeal of the Sherman law. 

Is it not self-evident from the above facts 
and figures, that the repeal of the bank tax 
cannot heip the prices of your wheat and cot- 
ton’ Cannot you see that your only cure 16 
to advance the price of silver so that Kngiand 
cannot buy it so cheap with which to settle 
for its purchases in India? For every pen- 
ny’s gain in the value of silver your products 
will increase in value correspoudingly. Mow 
ean you more effectively bring this about 
thau by insisting that your congressmen snail 
vote for free coinage, which has served this 
country for seventy-live years? 

Why would state Dank issues, however 
abundant, help you in your efforts to advance 
the values of your products? ‘be demonetiza- 
tion of silver is costiug the soll producers Dot 
Jess than $750,000,000 per annum, while to 
the silver miners of this entire country it is 
a loss of but $22,000,000 per annum. 

These facts make it imperative tbat the soil 
producers should be the great and leading 
champions of free coinage. A recent senate 
committee bas reported that the mining of 
silver costs about $1.50 per ounce, yet the 
eastern press tells you that there is a large 
profit in it at present prices. 

Strange, why National Cordage and Keading 
are preferred to silver mines. No. ‘here is 
but one remedy, and there should be no more 
makesbifts. By striking out the eleven sur- 
reptitions words placed in the cotnage taws 
of 1873, this people will once more become 
united, prosperous and happy.

Rountree’s correspondence to me shows 
that no such honorable motives induced him 
to write the note mentioned.

CHICAGO, July 19.—Wheat went to smash 
worse than ever today. There was a break of 
over 2 cents a bushel in December at the 
opening. During the last hour a general panic 
seemed to take possession of grain, and 
there was a mad rush to sell, which sent 
September to 65 1-8 and December to 62, 
breaking the low price records anew for Sep- 
tember. The many failures in Denver and a 
fresh break in stocks were the moving fac- 
tors and demoralized everybody apparently, 
though there was some reaction in tie last 
few minutes. At the close July, compared 
with yesterday’s final quotations, was 1 ceut 
lower; September was off 1 1-4 cents and 
December 1 1-2 cents, Corn lost 3-4 and oats 
1 cent for July and 5-8 for September. /fro- 
visions are 32 1-2 cents lower for October 
lard and 10 cents for September ribs. Pork 
is unchanged and September lard failed 2 1-2 
cents. From the outset the financial situa- 
tion exetted depressing influence on the wheat 
pits, and brought in many selling orders. 
The first prices were at a decline of 1-2 to 1 
cent. A small local failure increased the de- 
pression. After the selling of long stuff the 
feeling grew temporarily better. Stocks were 
stronger for the moment and the feeling in 
London was said to have improved greatly 
and there was liberal covering by shorts and 
brisk investment buying, which gradually 
caused a recovery of nearly 3-4 of a cent. 
McPherson and Martin, Kennett-Hopkins and 
Schwartz-Dupee led the buying and for a 
considerable time the market had a rather 
encouraging look, The market was full of 
apprehension and the longs, while expressing 
confidence in ultimate prices, few had the 
courage to buy. The scare was so great 
that the export clearances of 850,000 bushels 
of wheat and flour, including New Orleans, 
and the decrease of 2,750,000 bushels in avail- 
able wheat by Bradstreet, was almost entirely 
lost sight of. 

Corn opened a trifle easier, soon recovered 
and advanced 3-8, again eased off, ruled weak, 
selling off in all 1-2 to 7-8, and at the close 
was 1-2 to 3-4 lower. The business was large- 
ly located and the early demand confined to 
‘shorts, who were inclined to cover. as the 
market -had steadily declined all the week 
and a reaction seemed possible. 
ble crop reports did not appear to cut muck 
of a figure. The market held fairly steady 
until the receipts for tomorrow came in at 
S00 cars, which started room traders to sel}. 
ing, led by one of the prominent shipping con- 
cerns. It was at this time, too, that the 
news of additional bank failures came in with 
reports of the slump in Wall street. 

Oats were weak in sympathy with wheat 
and corn, and in the absence of good buying 
orders and an increased pressure to sell. 
prices declined 3-4, but recovered. and the 
market closed easier. The news frmm abroad 
was bullish, the Austrian crop being reported 
short and prices higher. The feature in pro- 
visions was the support in September lard, 
which was again pegged. This time Parker 
did the buying around 970 and took several] 
thousand tierces around that price, supposed 
to be for John Cudahy. At the same time the 
October lard was forced iower until the dis. 
count rate was at one time 102 1-2.

Tears, anxiety and amazement have 
been produced among the stockholders of 
the Atlanta Provision and Commission Com- 
pany ou account of the following showing 
of the company's business status: 

The company was organized November 
Jast with a paid up capital of $47,000. 

It is said to have done a fine business 
until a few weeks ago, notwithstanding 
which fact it is now in the hands of.a 
receiver, has assets amounting to less than 
$18,000 and its liablities are over $30,000. 

From this showing the company’s loss 
seems to have been about $300 per day 
since it was organized. Further investi- 
gation may show an even greater loss or 
it may reduce the amount some, but very 
little. The absence of Mr. N.ck Murphy, 
the general manager of the company, has 
prevented a full investigation into the com- 
pany’s status. He is said to be at his 
farm, near Fayetteville and when he re- 
turns he may be able to give the stock- 
holders a very clear idea of their losses. 
Anyway it is very evident to the stock- 
holders that they have suffered a_ total 
loss of ther stock and it begins to appear 
as if the creditors of the concern will not 
be able to collect more than 25 per cent 
of their claims. 

The story of the company’s losses is one 
of the most remarkable that has oecurred 
in Atlanta’s business circles in a long 
while. It was the talk of Alabama street 
yesterday aud the merchants on that street 
had many and varied comments to make 
upon it. Yesterday the stockholders of the 
company gave fresh impetus to street gos- 
sip by hold.ng a largely attended meeting 
and agreeing to employ an attorney to in- 
vestigate the finances of the company and 
see if the assets have not disappeared in 
other ways than through actual business 
losses. Mr. Joseph S. James was employed 
as the attorney and he will make a com- 
plete and thorough investigation of the 
company’s affairs. 

he Atlanta Provision and Commission 
Company was organized on a plan that 
staggered some of the big wholesale grocers 
on Alabama street in that it threatened to 
take from them some of their best customers. 
The plan of the company was ‘such as 
to commend itself to all good business men 
und even the merchants who saw trade was 
to be injured by it were forced to acknowl- 
eige that ‘it promised fine results. 

The company was organized by E. 8. 
Morris & Co., merchandise brokers of this 
city, and Mr. W. T. Roberts, of Fair- 
burn. The members of the first named 
irm were Mr. Morris and Mr. N. W. Mur- 
phy, both successful and trustworthy busi- 
ness men. They had been engaged in 
business in this city for years and were 
known favorably to the merchants of the 
state and had unlimited credit. Mr. Morris 
Was a man of means and Mr. Murphy was 
a young man of push and energy, who had 
accumulated a good start in a few years. 
Mr. Roberts was a gentleman of weailh 
and a leading merchant of F'a.rburn. 

It was the*purpose ‘of the promoters of 
the company to organize it with the leading 
grocery merchants of this section of Geor- 
gia as stockholders. The opportunity for 
such an organization was ripe, as the lead- 
ing grocery merchants of this city had agreed 
among themselves to maintain prices. The 
plan was at once successful. It was shown 
to the stockholders that they could buy 
goods much cheaper from the new con- 
cern and perhaps get a 10 per cent dividend 
on their investment. Some of the best 
merchants of the state subscribed to the 
stock and became customers of the new 
concern. Such men as Hardaway & Hunter, 
of Newnan, the Almands, of Conyers, and 
other prosperous merchants of the state 
put money into the concern. Officers were 
elected as follows and the company started 
out on a seemingly prosperous career: 
President, E. S. Morris; vice president, 
W. T. Roberts; general manager, Nicholas 
W. Murphy. [he company employed 
three tnaveling men, one city salesman, 
a bookkeeper and a shipping clerk. 

Those who should know what they are 
talking about say the eompany did a. thriv- 
ing business. Some idea of the extent of 
its business may be gained from the state- 
ment of one of the stockholders, who said 
yesterday that he had bought $13,000 worth 
of goods from the company since its organi- 
zation. Another said he had bought $4,000 
worth. Others had bought greater and 
smaller amounts. Notwithstanding this 
seeming prosperity, however, the company 
was placed in the hands of a receiver last 
week. 

Since the appointmént of a receiver the 
stockholders have been making anxious 11- 
guiries. These inquiries resulted in a 
stockholders’ meeting yesterday morning. 
At the meeting the stockholders talked out 
plainly . They could not see how a loss 
‘of over $60,000 could be sustained inside of 
six months, and that, too, while the company 
was doing a seemingly paying business. 
All the officers of the company were pres- 
ent except General Manager Murphy. The 
stockholders were especially anx:ous that 
Mr. Murphy be present and it was stated 
that he had been notified by postal that 
the meeting was to be held. 

President Morris was greatly downcast 
over the company’s failure and said that he 
was $15,000 loser by it. Mr. Roberts said 
that he was $5,000 or $6,000 behind. Oth- 
ers were in the same ‘boat only the amount. 
of their losses was gmallet. The stockhold- 
ers talked freely about the matter and came 
to the conclusion that theré must be some- 
thing wrong and they agreed to employ an 
attorney and find out what it was. Mr. 
James was agreed upon as the attorney. 

There was a very dramatic incident at 
the meeting. Mr. Moore, the cashier at 
the Georgia Pacific freight depot, presented 
a dishonored check signed by Manager 
Murphy, of the provision company and he 

gtold a sad story concerning it..He said that 
several days ago five carloads of corn were re 
ce.ved by his road for the provision company. 

The corn was not accompanied by the 

bills of lading and as Mr. Murphy wanted 

to use it right away he gave his check for 
$1,300, as is usual in such cases, and took 
the corn. ‘When Mr. Moore presented the 
check for payment he was notified that 
Mr. Murphy ‘had ordered that it<not be 
paid. With tears in his eyes Mr. Moore 
asked the stockholders to help him in the 
matter if they could. He was not able to. 
bear the loss and it would fall upon his 
bondsmen and his position with the road 
might be endangered. The stockholders 
could do no more for him than assure him 
eat he would come ‘n with the other cred- 
ors. 
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The Agricultural Commissioners Ad- 
just a Label 


FOR USE ON SACKS OF FERTILIZERS, 


A Busy Convention and a Successful Day’s 
W ork—The Fertilizer Men Hold 
a Meeting, Too. 


It was a busy session the commissioners of 


agriculture of the southern states had at the — 


Kimbali yesterday. 
The purpose of their convention has already 
been told in The Constitution. They came to 
Atlanta to negotiate with the fertilizer men 
of south with reference to having a uni- 
form label put on the sacks of fertilizers for 
the several states of the south to avoid con- 
fusion. The benefits of this change can easily 
be imagined. In some of the southern states 
the labels on the guano sacks are very differ- 
ent and this causes a great deal of trouble in 
the state departments of fertilizers and agri- 
culture for the reason that the labels of the 
compound are apt to get mixed to the inju 
of the farmers. : 

If a uniform tabulation is made then all of 
the states can act together easily, 

‘The meeting of the commissioners of agri- 
culture of the southern states brought on a 
meeting of the fertilizer men of the south 
at the same time. The fertilizer men gathered 
at the Kimball yesterday strong to memorial- 
ize the commissioners for a certain tabula- 
tion. They framed their proposed label very 
similar to the one that is now used in Geor- 
gia. This is the memorial that the fertilizer 
men presented to the commissioners: 

“Atlanta, Gat, July 19, 1893.—To the Hon. 
orable Commissioners of Agricilture, Assem- 
bled in Convention at Atlanta, Ga. Gentle- 
men: We, a% a committee appointed to rep- 
resent the manufacturers of fertilizers in 
the southern states in obtaining a uniform 
analysis of fertilizers, now appear before 
your honorable body and respectfully petition 
that our report unanimously agreed upon be 
accepted and atoptad by you as follows:

And Not a Game, and the Detectives Could

ing. He also longed for Judge John Col- 
vin. He-longed for a long while and then 
he braced up and gave twenty Chinamen a 
lecture on law and morality, which they 
understood to mean “don’t do it again, 
and ¢hen bade them to g§0 and sin no 


more. - 

The twenty Chinamen who received Judge 
Calhoun’s words of advice were the same 
ones who were pulled out of the laundry 
at 60 1-2 Decatur street during a game of 
fan-tan last Sunday night. The Chinamen 
came into court with their queues freshly 
tied up, sad and puzzled looks on their 
faces and amid the smiles of the specta- 
tors. . ; 

Charley Lee, an intelligent young Chi- 
naman with snappy eyes, was appointed 
interpreter for the crowd and he carried 
off the honors of the occasion. He put 
into fairly intelligent English of the pigeon 
toed variety, the unintelligible jabberings 
of his fellow countrymen. It was made to 
appear that the men were not gambling at 
all, but were engaged in a religious cere- 
monial. The priest was there in evidence. 

Detective Cason said the men had gam- 
bling tools and money which they tried 
to hide when he went into the Mom. He 
was convinced in his own mind that the 
men were gambling, but as he saw ho 
money passed he could not swear positive- 
ly on that point. 

Judge Calhoun said he was inclined to 
think the men were gambling. but the ev- 
idence had failed to show that fact and 
he could not fine the Chinamen. He gave 
them one of his touching lectures, the meat 
of which was, “if you do it again you will 
be fined, so don’t do it.”

Yee Lee Tells About The Alleged Gambling 
the Sons of Confucius Engaged In. 

The Atlanta newspapers have been full of 
stories about the twenty or thirty Chinamen 
who were arrested the other day by some 
policemen while playing at some game on Sun- 
day. 

All of the almond eyes have been peeping 
from behind the bars at the station house for 
the past few days except those who were able 
to make bond and get out. 

The Chinamen say they think it was right 
hard on them to be thrust in jail just because 
they were enjoying a little game, and declare 
>that they are trying to make good citizens of 
themselves while living heré in Atlanta. 

Yee Lee, one of the celestials who was taken 
up, was a visitor et The Constitution editorial 
rooms yesterday armed with a card, which he 
asked might be published, giving the incidents 
of the affair from the Chinamen’s side. Yee 
Lee is a very well educated fellow and talks 
English a little better than the average China- 
man. He says, of course they played a little 
game of ‘“domilo,” but what of that? He 
says they were not playing for money, and 
Says they were trying to keep good order. It 
was simply a little recreation on a holiday, a 
recreation which they needed very much, 
and which they seldom allow themselves, 
being very hard-working people. 

» Lee dresses like the American and is a 
rather dude of a Chinaman. He has shaved 
his head close, keeps his face clean shaven 
and wears good clothes. He even wears the 
russet leather shoes, the cerulean blue shirt 
and a pretty blue tie to match. We wears a 
Straw hat after the latest fashion. a flat- 
crowned one with wide-spreading brim. ~ 

Here is the card that Yee Lee asks The 
Constitution to print: 

“Editor Constitution—Please say in your 
paper that the eighteen Chinamen tried for 
gambling by Judge Calhoun today and found 
not guilty are not bad men nor gamblers. 

“We are quiet, hard-working people and are 
just as good citizens as the law will permit us 
to be. We don’t intrude upon you white 
people; don’t go to your places of amusement. 
where we are not want It is natural that 
we wish some pleasures, and when our holi- 
days come we meet together and quietly entfoy 
ourselves, and in so doing we do not gamble 
nor otherwise violate any law knowing!r. 

“We don’t blame the police for arresting us 
Sunday evening. They did what they thought 
was right, but they were mistaken. Respect- 
fully, YEE LEE
